Council Asks Bid 
For Garbage Removal 

The Narberth Borough Council 
asked for bids to collect garbarge 
for one and three year periods 
beginning January, 1947, at the 
Council meeting held Monday 
night in Elm Hall. 

The authorizaton for accepting 
bids stated that all bids received 
should contain the alternate pro- 
vision for making collections by 
a vehicle with a body specially 
designed for such work. The bids 
will be opened at the September 
9 meeting of the Council. 

Robert M. Cameron, chairman 
of the Water, Light, and Health 
committee of the Council, reported 
that 19 complaints about the 
July collections were received by 
the Borough office.

Angry at the delay in evicting the family of Robin 
Daubert from their home at 33 N. Narberth Ave., George 
B. Euler, new owner of the property, said this week he is 
contemplating legal action against the Montgomery County 
Sheriff. f 

Didn't Fulfill Duties 

Euler charged that the Sheriff 
"did not fulfill his legal duties" 
when he failed to evict the family 
by July 22, five days after they 
had been served with a judgment 
of eviction July 16. 

Euler stated that on July 22 he 
was waiting outside the building 
with a truck to help the family 
move, but the Sheriff did not ar- 
rive. He then called the sheriff's 
office in Norristown. he said, and 
was told by the Sheriff that a 
deputy had been to the house 
during the day. 

The family had not been forecd 
out, he was told, because they had 
no place to go and because Dau- 
bert's daughter was the wife of a 
serviceman. 

Finds Vacant Homes 

Euler added that he had found 
several houses into which Daubert 
could have moved, but that Dau- 
bert had not followed them up. 

According to Colonel Earl Hep- 
burn, attorney for Daubert, a 
court order to stay all proceedings 
in the case was granted July 20. 
and, according to the sheriff's of- 
fice, the order was filed in the 
office of the prothonotary July 24. 

Euler, who purchased the pro- 
perty last April, claims that he is 
unable to start his plumbing and 
heating business in the store on 
the first floor until he has posses- 
sion of the apartment on the sec- 
ond floor. He is unable to employ 
help to stay in the store while he 
is making calls, he says, and that 
when he can occupy the apart- 
ment his wife will be able to help 
him. 

Daubert Handicapped 

Daubert has been handicapped 
by the fact that his daughter. Mrs. 
-Jacob Heifer.,, wife of a U. S. Ma- 
rine and mother of three small 
children, is living with him and 
his wife. The children are 26 
months, 15 months and one 
month old. 

The matter has been further 
complicated by the fact that the 
water in the apartment has been 
disconnected for several days be- 
cause of a broken pipe, which 
Euler says cannot be replaced. All 
household water must be brought 
in from outside sources. 

Further Hearings in the case 
have been postponed until Sep- 
tember 9 by Judge William F. 
Dannehower, who granted the stay 
of proceedings. The hearings will 
be held in the Montgomery 
County Court House, Norristown. 




Narberth Man, 32, 
Held For Robbery 



Philip T. Shannon, 36, of 245 
Hampden Ave., Narberth, was 
held without bail for court Mon- 
day by Joseph B. Allen, Jr., Low- 
er Merion Township Justice of 
the Peace. He is charged with 
robbing the home of Mrs. F. Rod- 
ger Lindsay, Jr., of 448 Sabine 
Ave., Wynnewood. 

Shannon was arrested Friday 
night in an Ardmore cafe after 
he sold a suitcase full of the loot 
to fellow customers. When arrest- 
ed for drunkenness by Lower 
Merion detectives, Shannon was 
completing the sale of the empty 
suitcase to one of the waitresses. 
He later confessed the theft. 

Shannon, a paperhanger, was 
recently employed by a landscap- 
er doing 'work on the Lindsay es- 
tate. The Lindsay family is away 
for the Summer, and Shannon 
gained entrance to the home Fri- 
day morning by breaking a glass 
in a ground floor french door. 

Police recovered a camera, sev- 
eral watches, and some clothing, 
but were unable to determine how 
much Shannon had in the suit- 
case when he went off to cele- 
brate his crime. 

Police said Shannon was plac- 
ed on probation last July after 
conviction of larceny of an auto- 
mobile.

It's going back a long way, 
but through the good offices oi 
George Suplee, the Boro's Su- 
perintendent of Public Worly*,^ 
and 'Montgomery Ave.s George 
Super, and L. M. Police Sgt., 
Joseph Mawhinney, Katie Ma- 
whinney said that she'd see if 
she could find out some back- 
ground on the story. . . 
Katie, you know, was Katie 
Donahue, before she married 
David Mawhinney, and it was her 
uncle, who originally bought the 
barn about 50 years ago through 
his cousin, Mrs. Elizabeth Ket- 
chum. Mrs. Ketchum was the sta- 
tion mistress at the Narberth Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Station at that 
time, and she had heard that a 
family by the name of Read want- 
ca to sell the corner property at 
Conway and Haverford Aves., in- 
cluding both the house and barn.

It was in the 1890's that the 
Donahue Brothers started in 
the business of general hauling 
and conducing a hack service.

Gearhart admitted the possi- 
bility of abuse of the reporting 
privilege, but added that the ben- 
efits of the plan would far out- 
weigh the disadvantages in less- 
ening the number of motor vehicle 
violations and stemming the ris- 
ing accident rate throughout the 
State.

She 
also told Judge Knight that 
Strong had recently purchased a 
half interest in an apartment 
building on Lancaster Ave., 
Wynnewood. 

Strong, on the witness stand, 
denied all of his wife's allegations, 
and added that if she had been sd 
seriously injured from the beat- 
ings she described, it would have 
been impossible for her to rMe 
horseback and take strenuous ex- 
ercises as she is in the habit of 
doing.

Funeral services for Thomas 
Newhall, 2nd, 12-year-old son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Blackwell Newhall, 
of 414 Righter's Mill Rd., Penn 
Valley, who was killed last Thurs- 
day at a summer camp near 
Centreville, Md., were held Sat- 
urday afternoon at the Church 
of the Redeemer, Bryn Mawr. 

The boy, a Haverford School 
student, was suffocated when he 
was buried beneath five feet of 
earth in the collapse of a rain- 
soaked river bank in which he was 
digging a cave. 

Half Hour Fight 

Rescue workers who rushed to 
the river bank immediately fought 
for almost a half hour against 
repeated cave-ins before they were 
able to reach the boy's body. 

The dead boy was the grandson 
of Thomas Newhall, of City Line 
and Lancaster Aves., Overbrook, 
retired vice-president of the Penn 
Mutual Life Insurance Co. and a 
former partner of J. P. Morgan 
and Co. 

His father, the assistant to the 
president of the Philadelphia Gas 
Works Co.. is the former chairman 
of the Southeastern Pennsylvania 
Chapter of the' American Red 
Cross and was a Naval officer 
during » the war. His mother- is 
the former Mary Large Harrison,

Whitehall Hotel 
Opens Food Locker 

The downstairs banquet hall at 
Whitehall Hotel, Haverford, whose 
walls have resounded to the tones 
of after-dinner speakers, is now 
cool and quiet. 

What happened to the speakers 
and whence the cold quiet? The 
hotel this week launched a new 
cold storage • business with the 
motto "We freeze the food, not 
the people." 

A 60-unit locker system which 
is open to the public has been in- 
stalled at a cost of $10,000 by 
Whitehall. 

The new type of freezer con- 
tains drawers, each of which holds 
600 pounds of food in 6 cubic feet. 
The units quick-freeze and store 
in one operation, as the tempera- 
ture is maintained constantly at 
zero. Room temperature is not 
affected. 

"The public will have access to 
the lockers 24 hours daily, includ- 
ing Sundays and holidays,'' A. 
Kenneth Lindsley, manager of the 
hotel stated, when he announced 
the opening Wednesday. 

He also pointed out that current 
crops could be stored immediate- 
ly, which will save a good deal of 
work among victory gardeners 
and farmers of this vicinity. 



Council Considers 
Sewer Program 

The Narberth Borough Coun- 
cil is considering the second 
step in the Borough's Sewer 
Program which was halted soon 
after the outbreak of World 
War II. 

The construction of a new 
storm drainage system at a jost 
of $74,000 was discussed by 
members of the Council at a 
meeting held Monday night. 

The main factor which is 
holding up the actual starting 
of the work is the fact that the 
overflow creek, which runs near 
the playground, is not large 
enough to care for any addi- 
tional flood water. 

Enlarging one part of the out- 
let near Montgomery Ave., 
which is also used for addition- 
al overflow by Lower Merion 
Township at the expense of the 
County was suggested to the 
Borough Council by County En- 
gineer Warren F. Cressman.
